TO begiii with a EJeferipdon of 
the Subjeft. Pain is an unac- 
ceptable Notice arifing from 
fome . Diforder in the Body. When the 
CtJntinuity of the Organ is disjoyn'd, 
the Neifves difcompofed, and the Muf- 
des forced into a foreign Situation $ 
when there*s a flop upon the Spirits, 
When thd Pans don't keep their Ranks^ 
but are beaten out of the Figure which 
Nature has drawn them up in 5 then the? 
Mind immediately receives a grating 
Information of what has happened i 
Which Intelligence is more of lefs trou- 
blefome in Proportion to the Difadvan- 
tage of the Accident. Now this unwel- 
come Senfiaion is what wd call Pain^ 
However, we are to obferve, that thefe 
tiolent Impreffions are no more than 
dccafional Caufes of our Uneafinefs i 

B There 
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There is no Natural Connexion between 
thefe Damages done to the Body, and 
the Coftfcious Difturbances confequent 
upon them. Our Pain does not proper- 
ly grow out of this Diforder, noi pro- 
ceed from the Operation of thefe Gaufes 
by way of Phyfical Neceffity. For if 
Pain was the meer refult of Matter and 
Motion^ the whole Creation would in 
srll likelihood be a great Sufferer, and the 
Elements do terrible Execution upon 
themfelves. The Sea might be frequent- 
ly troubled without a Metaphor, and a 
lighted Faggot, it may be, feel as miich 
as the Martyr that was burnc at the 
Stake. But that Confcioufnefs and Thought 
are never to be fetched out of any Re- 
volutions of Matter and Motion^ I have 
fully proved elfewhere, whither I refer 
f- Moral Ef" the Reader \ But tho* Pain is not pro- 
f^s, part perly ftruck out of any Corporeal Scuffle, 

AThwight. "^^ ^^^ of *b^ Labour of the Limbs 5 
yet Cod has pleas'd to make fuch an 
Alliance between the Soul and Body, 
that when the latter fuffers any remar- 
kable Inconvenience, the other is gene^ 
rally made fenfibleofit, and obliged to 
condole the Misfortune. If we enquire 
into the Moral End of this Neceffity, 
why the Soul i? forced upon fuch unac- 
ceptable Sympathy and tied down to 

fuch 
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fuch rugged SenfatUfts^ why the; Quiet 
of Thought is made fo precarious and 
dependent, fo liable to the Incurfions of 
Violence, and fo fubjed to the Fate of 
ftupid and infenfible Matter i 

Id anfwer to this QueUion^ it may be 
returned, th^t the Soul is made thus un- 
willingly fenfible and paifive, that her 
Interelt may prompt her to a due Care 
of the Body's Prefervation, that (he 
may fence off Decays, and guard the 
better againft Injury j befides, the Body 
is often the worfe for the Negligences 
and Diforders of the Mind. *Tis Intem- 
perance and Covetoufnefs, 'tis Pride and 
Paffiom which oftentimes throws tb« 
Conftitution off the Hfnges, and maHes 
the Sencti fuffer. For inftance, a Man 
of Cholerand Conceit takes fire at an in« 
^nificant Affront, rufhes into a Quar- 
rel, has his Head broke, and it may 
be his Limbs raked, into the Bar« 
gain 5 now when a Wound is thus im-* 
pertinently made, ought it not to put 
the l^atknt to fome Trouble ? He that's 
thus prodigal of his Perfon^ and makes 
his Limbs ferve in an ill Ciufe, ought 
to meet with a Mortification J The Pu- 
nittimeot is but a juft return for the 
Pride, and the Smart, it may be, the 
bed Cure for the. Folly. Indeed, Pain 

B a is 
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is oftentimes ebe juft Confequence of 
Misbehaviour: People run themfelves 
out of Breath with their Fancies, and 
chop top eagerly at the Bait of Pleafure,. 
Their Averfions and Defires are gene* 
tally much too ftrong, a:nd when the 
Hand is^ over-grafp*d, *tis apt to ach. 
Thus Men groan under the OpprefEon 
of their Vice 5 fet their own Limbs up- 
on the rack, and may frequently thank 
themfelves for the Penance of their Sen- 
ses,* Sometimes they think then* Merit 
ill entertain'd, and that Providence over- 
looks their Condition 5 thefe Refledi- 
ons overcaft and fettle into Melancholy 
and Spleen, for tbat*s the Englijb of thi^ 
wife Difeafe; thus the Mind raifes a 
Battery againft tlie Body, the Thoughts 
are play*d upon the Health, and the 
Cbnftittition batter'd to pieces. And 
Whence comes all this Misfortune, but 
from dver-rating our Pretenfions 5 for- 
getting our Failings, and not coiifider- 
ing the Courfe and Temper of the 
World > Tis true. Pain is not fo pecu- 
liarly ty'd to Mifmanagement, as not to 
be met with elfewhere : Efforts of Ver- 
tue are fdmetimes troublefome, and a 
Wound Will ftnart tho* received in de-^ 
fence of oui Prince and Country. Paitt 
therefore in fuch cafes &ems permitted 
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to take hold of us, to try our Integrity, 
and raife the Merit of a good Adioiu 
*Tis granted, 'twould be a great Conve- 
nience if we £Ould parry againft Pain, 
and put by a Pafs at Pleafore. If the 
Sence of Feeling could fleep, or flip out 
of the way, till a Wound was cured, 
and the Caufes of Anguith removed 5. if 
the^d, I fay, could difengage a little 
from the Body, and not be at Horap up- 
on fuch an Occafion, it would be a Gon^ 
fiderable Privilege: But Matters are or- 
iJered otherwife, and we muft not ex^ 
peft to be impregnable in this World. 

However, we have no reafon to com- 
plain 6S the Rigours of Providence, 
for Life has generally an apparent over- 
.balance of Advantage. And upon a 
Computation we ihall find the Totd of 
Satisfa&ion much greater than that of 
Inconvenience: Which confidcring the 
defenceleiTs State of our Sences, and how 
ifarangely they lie open to Pain, is a 
wonderful Bleffing^ I fay a wonderful 
Ble£Bng5 for the Poflibility of Paia 
han^ almoft upon every Atome, we 
may be hit at all Qiarter^, and ftung 
and ftabb'd in every Pore. Now tho' 
^tis tmpoilible to be Proof againft Pain, 
the Queftion is. Whether all People are 
jequaUjr pafljve, and feel the fame de- 

B 3 grees 
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grees of it upon the fame Occauon: 
May not a difference in . Age, Bulk, or 
ConftitutioQ, make ' a Change in the 
Smfation ? One would think when the 
Sences are moft affeded with delightful 
Perceptions, they (hould be moft exposed 
to the contrary : And that when they 
are capable of being beft pleas'd, they 
jQiould likewife be capable of being moft 
I perfecuted : In this cafe, their Keennefs 
and Vigour feems to make them more 
liable to be difobliged. And may wa 
not from hence conclude, that the edge 
of Pain muft be fomewhat turn'd in old 
Age? The Sight and Hearing, theTafte, 
and the Smelling, dwindle and decay 
by the length ot Time, and why then 
(hould we fuppofe the Touch continues 
entire and undifabled > Are we only 
lading in the Faculties that puniCb us ? 
To proceed to a Reply to the reft of 
the Queftion : *Tis not the Brawn of a 
Man's Arm, nor the Robuftnefs of his 
Linilps that can proteft him from feel- 
ing a Blow ; A Giant's Wound fmarts 
no lefs than a Dwarfs, tho* it may be the 
firft may not think it fo decent to com- 
plain. And yet (everal of Homers He- 
roes make a lamentable ^uiinefs of a 
Flefli Wpund: But without doubt a 
great deal of the Anguilji may be fenced 

off 
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oflF by the force of the Mind, by a 
ftrong Sence of Honour and Shame, 
by a Confcioufnefs of Innocence and 
Merit, and above all by the comforta- 
ble Expeftations of another World. 

The Stoicks were fo fanciful, as to 
maintain that Puin was nothing of an 
Evil : Let's hear how they go to work : 
l^othing, fay they, but what's fcanda- 
lous and immoral, ought to be reckon d 
an EviL And thus by begging a Prin- 
ciple, equivocating in the Terms, and 
choppiijig a JUttle Logick, they think to 
difarip the Impre^Joos of Violence, and 
loake the Patient infenGble of his Ma- 
lady. You tell me there's no Vice and 
Wickednefs ^n Pain : A mighty Difco- 
very ! Who knows not that there's no- 
.thing of Moral Turpitude in the Head- 
ac^j, and that the CA^//Vi^ is neither Fe- 
lony nor Treafon > But that's not the 
point 5 pray leave off your Sophiftry, 
and make it out to me that Torture and 
iDifeafes are no manner of Check to Sa- 
tisfadion, and that a Man may be eve- 
ry jot as happy with the Gout or Stone, 
as without them. I tell you then, re- 
plies the Stoick Philofopher, that Vet^ 
tue is of it felf a fufficient Fund for 
Happinefs 5 but fince you prefe me I muft 
add, that Pain is one of tbofe Guefts 

B 4 thajt 
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that ought to be refufed Admiflion, and 
fent packing as foon as may be. . Why 
fo I befeech you ? Becaufe 'tis a rough 
uncourtly Perception, 'tis unfriendly to 
Nature, it Jhas an ugly Sting in't, and 
'tis oftentimes hard to deal with it hand- 
fomely. Very well! And is not this 
p^nfefiion a plain yielding of the Caufe > 
Can there be a fuller Defcription of an 
Ew7 than this amounts to > For to fay 
that Pain is rugged and raking upon the 
Touch, that *tis Nature's Averfion, and 
that we have much ado to manage it, is 
inearneft, to make a very bad thing on't 
And which is worft of all, the Confef- 
fion is true 5 but then People fcould not 
pretend to maintain an impradiicable 
Poft, nor give Senceand Esqperience the 
Lye. 

To preteqd there's nothing Qood^ but 
what's Juft and Honourable, nor any 
thing Evtl^ but what's bafe and unworr 
thy, is a noble way of Talking r And 
I (hould believe it too, if I found that noqe 
l^ut Knaves, Q>wards, atid Libertines, felt 
any Pain. This fwaggering of the Stih 
\cks puts me in mind ^iVo^idonm^ one 
pf that &£? J this Philofopher happenU 
to be extreamly afflifted with the Gojj^, 
^hen VoMpey the Qnat did him tlie >Ho- 
jipur pf a Viiit 2Lt l^pdfs^ now tho? 
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Pampey defired him to forbear difcour* 
fing, upon the Score of his ill Health ) 
yet be was fo mach a Gentleman, as not 
to difappoint fo great a Perfon : He en- 
tertains that Qemral therefore upon the 
Argument before us, and lying on the 
Couch, harangues upon the Stoical fide 
of the Queftion. And when he was 
mbft pinch'd and worried by the Fit, 
he would frequently break off, and fay. 
Nihil agk^ dolor ^ quamvis ps woleftns^ 
tnmqHam te effe confitebor Malum. GpHt^ 
yOHll not carry your Pointy for tho yon 
art impertinent and trdnblefime^ Til ne'er 
omtyou to be an ill thing while 1 have 
Breath to draw. Now this Rhodomon* 
tade is but a ridiculous piece of Vanity, 
'tis little better than flourifliing the Co- 
lours with his Back to the Enemy, and 
frying Quarter with an Air of Confi- 
dence. If the Pain was not fomewhat 
too big for him, why did he take no- 
tice of it fo unfeafonably > Why was be 
fo uncourtly as to make a Halt in his 
jLefifwe, before Pompey the Great: To 
give fuch broad ^igns of Uneafinefs, and 
oonfefs the Diftemper ^oublefome, and 
yet to deny it to be an ill Accident, is 
meer Foppery and Canting. 

It muu be granted, then, that Pain is 
» gres^t Incurab(rance upon Happinefs, 

^ ' but 
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but that 'tis the worft thing that can 
happen to us is by no means to be af- 
ferted : An ill Adion is a much more 
formidable Misfortune. We ought to 
fuffer the utmoft Extremity of Hardfhip 
rather than furrenderour Innocence, de- 
iert our Station, or do any thing unbe- 
coming the Dignity of our Nature. And 
when we are let upon with any Tryals 
of this kind, we (hould take care not 
to give way to any mean Compliance, 
nor be over-born with the Terror of the 
Objed : Not to murmur againft Provi- 
dence, fly out into Impatience, or diG- 
/cover our felves overcome. To fum* 
mon in our Spirits, and look Danger in 
the Face, is the beft way to ward oflF 
the Blow, and break the Force of Vio- 
lence. Courage is a fort of Armour to 
the Mind, and keeps an unwelcome Im- 
prefSon from driving fo deep into Per- 
ception : He that (bnds bold and ftrong, 
is not fo eafily pufli*d down. However, 
when the Enemy flrikes hard, and a 
Man^ has a great deal to grapple with, 
fomethmp will be felt in fpire of all the 
Bravery imaginable. Add here it muft 
be faid, that to bear Pain decently, is 
a go6d (ign of inward Strjengtfa, and a 
handfbme proof of a great Mind. Such 
a Perfcm is well prepared to maintain his 

Reafon, 
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ReafpD, and aft up to his SentimentSt 
He is fortified agaioQ: Outrage and Ty-r 
rannyj and if he throws up his Hone(^, 
and refigns to bis Eafe, and his Interefl:, 
he is the more unpardonable. Indeed 
moft People may have Courage if they 
will but awaken their Spirits, and exert 
themfelves. The Scandal of Misbeha- 
viour, and the danger of a cowardly 
G)mpliance, is fuJKcient, when well 
. thought on, to fright us into Refolu- 
tion : Audaces cogimur ejje metn. 

Thus a Woman mentioned by Enft- 
hius^ who was going to renounce her 
Faith, and (acrifice to Idols, was (b af- 
feded with the Sight of a Martyr burn- 
ing ^t the St^h^ that (he recovered her 
Fortitude, own'd her Cbriftianity, aiid 
mov'd for Execution 5 wifely confider- 
ing that 'twas much more eligible to 
bum a few Minutes with a good Con- , 
fcience, than for ever with a bad one. 
To be plain 5 there's no Guard for Ho- 
nour or Confcience, unlefs the Mind n 
well ftceFd, and hardened to a Temper 
/ of Endurance. Unlefs a Man can rer 
conciie hirafelf to 'Suffering, and keep 
his Spirits above Water, 'tis in vain to 
pretend to Principles : Where Fear has 
the Afcendant all Vertue grows preca- 
rious, and is ready to forrender at Dis- 
cretion. 
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cretion. For inftance, how can a Mas 
pretend to Prudence that tofles like a 
Bull in a Net und^r bis Paiii ; gives way 
to the Excefles pf Clarppur and Defpair^ 
and rages or laments tq uq purpofe ? 
What Juftice can you eiqjeft from that 
Perfon that prefers bis Eafe to his Ho 
nefty? Fright bim with a troublefome 
Confinement, (hew him but an Ax, op 
a Halter ; a/id be will defert his Friend^ 
betray his Truft, and go any other 
Lengths of Meannefs, and Treachery^ 
In (hort, he that can't ftand the Shock 
of Pain, and part with his limbs, <± 
his Life upon oocfifioo, can never be 
firm in his Duty, nor true to bis En- 
gagements. 

I grant "'tis no eafie Task to conie up 
to this pitch of . Fortitude ; However, the 
force of Cuftom and Principte, Vigour 
<rf Thought, and Noblenefs of ; Refolu- 
tion, will go a great way in the Matter* 

Thus Tully tells us, that the Sf^m 
Boys when they wece la&'d at ^the Al^ 
tar till their Bowels were laid bare, ami 
fometimes till thejr wqrie quite dif- 
patch'd, would never fo much as groan, 
or whimper. After this, we need not 
wonder at what he reports of tho^ 
that play*d Prizes at the Olymtiek Gamex^ 
that when they had their Skies batter'd, 

and 
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and almpft pounded^ to a Jelly, with 
Iron Gantlets, they took no notice of 
the Misfortune. He goes on, and re- 
lates that the Roman Gladidtort were fo 
little^afiraid of their Flefti, that they 
chofe rat hef to receive a Gut than avoid 
it uhhandfomely. That the^ valued no- 
tiying fo much as giving ^Ooriterit to the 
Company : That when they were hack'd, 
and hew'd off their Legs, they would 
fend to their Mafters to enquire their 
Pleafure : Letting them know, that if 
they had not feen Sport enough, they 
were willing to divert them td the laft 
drop in their Veins. Was ever, fays 
Tullj^ any Fencer y worth the naming, 
heard to groan upon a Hit ? Which of 
them ever changed G>lour at a Wound, 
or had the.^ lefs Blood in his Face, fdr 
feeing it run out of his Body?* Which 
of them loft his Courage Ifcfore his 
Limbs, or fo much as tumbled with any 
fear about him > And even after they 
were fallen, when did they refufe to 
lay their Throat fait, or (brink in their 
Neck at the difpatching Blow > Thus 
We fee how much Exefcife, Stomach, 
and refolute Thinking, will fortifie the 
Mind agaiaft Pain. 

Thus Zeno Eleates filbmitted to the 
utmoft Severity, rather than difengage 

himfelf 
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himfelf upon the Terms of Ignondoy^ 
and FaMhood. 

Anaxarcbus defied the Menaces of ^- 
cocreon King of Cyfrns^ and told him he 
might beat him in a Mortar, if he 'had 
a mind to't : And Cala$ms an Indian Bra* 
min, Jaid himfelf down upon his Fune^ 
ral Pile with fuch Compofednefs, as if 
he could have flep'd upon Fire and Fag- 
got. 

But thefe Inflances of Fortitude among 
the Heathen are not common ; They ^re 
feldom met with unlefs in People train!4 
up to Hardfliip, Blows, and Martial Dif^ 
cipline. But among the Chnjlians this 
fupream degree of Courage was no Ra- 
Enfeh. Hift. rity. Here Perfons of the tendereft Age, 
^^^f* of the moft unfortified Sex, of the moft 
unpromifing Education, encountred the 
Fury of wild Beafts, the ToKture of 
Racks, and Fire, without (hrinking at 
the Terror, or fainting under the Exe* 
Laaant, cutiou. They frequently did not fo 
much as give a Groan 5 or (hew the 
leaft llneafinefs in Look or Pofturet 
Tho' at the fame time their Perfecutors 
ftrain'd their Wit and their Malice,both in 
the Length and Extremity of the Punifti- 
ment. To be thus refcued from Paid 
under all the Inftruments of Criielty, 
was no lefs than miraculous : Twas 1^ 

vifible 
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yiiible Interpofition of Heaven, and an 
indifpatable &ridence of the Truth of 
Cbriftianity. To ftate the Manner and 
examine the Procefs of the Deliverance, 
IS it may be too ikmcb for us. Howe- 
ver we may fay in general, that either 
theufual Correfpondence between the 
Soul and Body was difcontinued, the 
Reciprocation of Motions and Thoughts 
put by 5 or elfe the Mind was fupernatu- 
rally hardned to fuch a prodigious de- 
gree, as to (land unmov'd like a Rock 
in a Tempeft. To repel the rudeft Shock 
without Trouble, and be rather a Spe- 
dator, than a Partner in the damages 
done to the Body. Thus a Man will 
be unconcern'd at a Blow, that will make 
Children cry out, and put them beyond 
Patience* Thus in the cafe of the Mar- 
tyrs^ tbo* the Limbs were paifive and 
defeilcelefs, the Smcts were extraordi- 
narily proteded, and the Mind as it 
were privileged from Arreft. Sometimes 
the Laws of Matter and Motion have 
been fufpcnded, the force of the Ele- 
ments chained up, and the occaGona} 
Caufes of Pnw kept at a diftance ^ this 
was the cafe of the thrte Children who van. 3. 
^ame unhurt put of Nebuchadnezzar s 
jRerj Furnace. And fomething like it £«M Hift- 
^appetfd at St. Pofycarfs Martyrdom, ^^^<^^-4- 

the 
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the Flames being obferv'd to (land off, 
and not touch his Body^ which oblig'd 
the Executioner to difpatch him with a 
Sword. 

Thus God has been pleased to appeal* 
in his Omnipotence, to over-rule the 
Creation^ and exert his Prerogative in 
defence of his Servants. Neither was 
the Merit of the Martyrs the lefs for the 
Miracle of their Protedion i For 'twas 
a noble Aft of Faith to throw them-* 
felves upon Providence, to ftand the 
Event, and face Death under the rtioft 
frightful Form. They were not always 
certain they (hould be proof againft thtf 
Fire, and the Lions, that they (hould 
flip through Torture without Pain, and 
have a Lane made fo eafily into the otheif 
World. They w^e ncM:, I fay, always 
fure of this : Fbf fonletinies the Courfe 
of Nature t^as fuffer'd to go on, and . 
the Enemy let loofe upon them^ 

Tis true, they were firmly pefftiaded, 
that God would ftrengthen their Pa-^ 
tience, and keep • theffl from finking id 
the Combat : But th6 degrees of tbeii* 
Privilege, or hoW fat they (hould bef 
liable to fuffer, was I believe a Secret 
with which they were not! always pre-» 
acquainted. TTIi certain, they wete re^ 
folv'dto flfand ihe Event, aiiijH'epar'd 

fof 
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for the worft 5 thus Sbadraah^ Mefhic^,^ 
and Abednego^ believed God wmld de^ 
liver tbent out of the King's hand : But 

had the Profpeft been tnofe difmal, 
thejr were refolv'd not to comply with 
Idolatry. Their Anfwei: was this, Ottr ^^ i i f, 

God whom we ferve k Me, And will de- *'* 
liuer MS from the burning fiery Furnace • 
hit if not y be it bfioven unto thee^ King] 
that we mil not ferve th) Godi, Hot- n>^' 
jkip the Golden Image which thou b^ fet 
f^.

Self-conceit is a weigh* 
ty Quality, and will fometimes fetch 
down the Scale when there's nothing 
in't be(ides^ Thofe who are thus pre* 
pdilefled are ftrangely fenOble upon all 
Occafions : They magnifie a Fault be^ 
yond all Proportion 5 and fwell every 
Omiffion into an Outrage : And while 
they are under thefe haughty Miftakes, 
no Damages are thought too great foi" 
them. All Crimes are Capital where 
their Privileges are concerned $ and no^ 
thing lefs than the Blood of their Neigh- 
bours will fatisfie fot a rugged Expreffi^ 
on, or foine filch paultry Provoca- 
tipn.

§our ill the Execution i^ And if Paffion 
lould join with Covetoufaefs and Con- 
ceit, aS it often happens, the Revenge 
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would be the greateft Injury. And thus 
the Injuftice of the return would pro- 
yoke the Aggreffbr, and perpetuate the 
Quarrel 5 and new Parties would be 
made to fupport the Difpute. The Fire 
would fpread from Houfe to Houfe, till 
all was in a Flame. This tofling of In- 
juries, and bandying Revenge from one 
private hand to another; would quick* 
ly unhinge Society, and make Peace and 
Friendflaip impracticable. 

For this Reafon, particular Grievan- 
ces are referred tp publick Confideration, 
and the Arbitrage of Authority 5 to 
Perfons of Charafter, of Knowledge, and 
Indifferency: And private Revenge is 
di fallowed both in Government and Re^ 
ligiori. 

And ' fince the Concerns of Property 
and Per fan are well guarded by Law, 
we ought to acquiefce in th« Provifions 
of Government 3 to fly to fupplemental 
Satisfadions of our own, is not only a 
difregard of Authority, but proceeds 
from a vindidive Temper : Now Vin- 
di£l:ivenefs is an uncreditable Quality, 
and argues a little Mind. -

pofes a Man eafily put out of Order, and 
fenfible of Pain upon flender Occafiona. 

He 
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He that*s pufh'd on with a defire of Re- 
venge^ is generally prick d with a Sence 
of Pain : He is wounded in his Fancy, 
and bleeds inwardly. The Smart awa- 
kens his Anger, makes him fly to his 
Weapon, and grow eager to give a Re- 
turn. Now to lie thus open to the Im- 
preflions of Anguifti, to give way to all 
Oppofitions, and cry out upon every lit- 
tle Pinch, argues either Excefs of Fear, 
or Childilh Tendernefs. To be eafily 
penetrated by an Injury, is a fign we 
want either Realbn to guard, or Strength 
to endure, the Blow. Whereas Fortitude, 
and Greatnefs of Mind, makes a Man 
almoft invulnerable. This fences off the 
Stroke, turns the Edge of an Affront, 
and ftupifies the Pain. They are gene- 
rally Children, lick, and unfortunate 
People, that are moft touchy, and re- 
fenting : And who would be fond of 
fo ill defcended a Quality ? A Temper 
that grows moftly outof Difeafes, Ac^ 
cidents, or Infancy 5 out of the Decays or 
Immaturities of Reafon > What Thinks 
ing Perfon w;ould chufe an Humour of 
Difadvantage, and perfonate Humane 
Nature under the worft Appearance > 

Befides ^iXhere comes a great deal of 
DifquietthB way J Thofe who are nice, 
af)d exceptions, and foon thrown off 
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their Temper 5 thofe who can bear, and 
pardon nothing, lie mightily exposed* 
Their Satisfaftion is fo flenderJy pat to- 
gether, depends upon fo many little Cir- 
cumftances, and requires fuch an in tire 
Obfequioufnefs of Men and Things, that 
'tis impoffible to laft long. A Word, a 
Look mifmanag'd, or mifunderftood, 
is enough to difconcert them. The O- 
mifiion of a little Ceremony is a mortal ' 
Injury : And nothing under a Gallows 
Amitn. of fifty Cubits*, and the Blood of a 
whole Nation cati make an amends. 
They make no allowance for the Mi- 
ftakes of Ignorance, the Freedoms of 
Friendlhip, or the Rudcnefs of Paffion. 
No: They fally out immediately^ with- 
out di{tingui(hing Upon Cir^umftance of 
Intention: As if every flip was unpardo-^ 
nable 5 and all the Reafon of Mankind 
was obliged to be upon Duty, to pleafe 
their Humour, and gratifie their Pifidfe. 
On the other fide ; How little do they 
confider their own Provocations ? How 
often do they draw Repriza Is upon 
themfelves by their Failures in Juftice 
and Decency > And at this rate of Ex-^ 
pedation and Frbwardnefs, no Engage-^ 
ments, or Converfation cai%pleafethem 
long.

coriquer'd and expell'd.

PbiijtL Yes: 1 obferve farther. That 
Vindidivenefs argues a defed of Gene- 
rolity and good Nature. 

P&iloL That I confefs is another 
ftrong Reafon to diflfuade the Pradice : 
Therefore pray goon with it. 

Pkilal. We may obferve then, there 
are a great many flarewd turns done 
meerly for want of thinking; Every 
one has not reach enough to examine 
ail the Circumftances of his Behaviour, 
and to trace a Confequence to its far- 
theft Motion^ A good Intention and a 
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clear Underttanding don't always go to^ 
gether, ^ And be that moves in the 
dark, may difoblige the Intereft, and 
crofs upon the Humour of another 5 and 
all this without meaning any Harm, 
Some People are warp'd by Neceflity, 
and unjuft as it were againft their Wilh 
The Preffures of Fortune, and the Force 
of Poverty make them defert, and go 
over to unhandfome Pradices. They 
have no mind to forget a Friend, or in^ 
jure a Neighbour, if they could *-live 
without it. But then they want Cou- 
\ rage to ftand the Hardlhip, and fnfFer 

the Extremity. . 'Tis true, thefe Faihngs 
are far jfrom being defenfible. Howe- 
ver, a generous Perfon will pity that in 
another, which he will by no means 
pardon in himfelf. Good Natureis wil- 
ling to make Excufes, and interpret 
things to the beft Sence j and always 
drives the Reafons for Clemency as far 
they will go. Qood Nature confiders 
that Ignorance is oftentimes at the head 
of a Faulty and that Fear aqd Pleafure, 
are ftrong Temptations to ftrain uppa 
Confcience and Honour : That Malice, 
4 predominant Malice, .is the- only pro- 
voking Quality : And this 'tis hard to 
difcover . where the Motives to k^xow. 
are fo coaipUcated, an4 obfcvffe. Ge^. 
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nerofity never goes to the rigour of 
Matters, nor delights in giving Pain 
and Punilhment. A noble Temper re- 
gards the Happinefs of Mankind, and 
is governed by Sympathy and AfFeftion. 
Whereas Vindidivenefs proceeds from 
the Exceffes of Self-love, minds no In- 
tereft but its own, and is a perfed Stran- 
ger to Humanity. Revenge when im- 
prov'd into Habit and Inclination, is 
the Temper of a Tyrant : Tis a ftrong 
Compofition of Pride and Cruelty ; Im- 
patient -of the lead Provocation, and 
unconcerned at the Mifchief of a return. 
Now he that's fenfible of no Evil, but 
what he feels, has a hard Heart 5 and 
he that can fpare no Kindnefs from 
himfelf, has a narrow SouL A Temper 
that's generous and humane, is willing 
to overlook, to excufe, and wait for 
better Ufage : To pity the uneven Starts, 
and Mifperformances of Life, and Con- 
verfation. There's a great Backward- 
nets in fuch a Temper to expoftulate 
and complain; to expofe Defeds, and 
demand Reparations. Good Nature 
will teach us to ftifle our Refentraents 5 
to diflemble the Pain, and fmother the 
Injury, rather than let them break out 
W the Difturbance of another : But to 
;be:.of a touchy, a peeviflb, and pro- 
[^',\ D 4 fecuting 
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fecuting Humour 5 to be quick in Difco- 
vering a Fault, and ready to fpring oiit 
into Revenge 5 to kindle and rage like 
Gunpowder; at the leaft Spark 5 this is 
a fign we are perfedly wrapt up in our 
own Intereft, and over-grown with Sel- 
fiflinefs and Conceit. Now fuch a la- 
vage and inhofpitable Difpofition, is 
the moft unbelov'd Quality. All the Ad- 
vantages of Perfon, all the Improve- 
inents of Nature, can never make a- 
mends. When a Man i? known to be 
thus unfociable and unfympathizing j 
to have no Principles of Frietidftiip and 
Genetofity , nothing of Sweetiiefs or 
Balfath in his Blood, when this once 
appears, he'll find as few Friends as he 
deferves, and little Love will be loft 
between him arid his Neighbours. 

Philot. Moft likely 5 and becaufe F am 
not willing to fall under the Charaaer 
and luconveniencies you mention, I (hall 
endeavour to fweeten my Humour, and 
keep the Ferment down : I confefs, thd 
World affords Provocations enough, and 
fome Men deferve to be mortified ; But 
I fee the Rjemedy is worfe than the Dif- 
eafe : Tis more advifeable to be quiet 
than to move for Reparation : For as 
it happens mLavp-Suits^ the firft Lofs is 
cocpmoply the beft : And therefore I fiball 
i ' alter 
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alter my Refoludon, and leave my un- 
friendly Neighbours to theConedion 
of their own Folly. 

Piilal. You are certainly in the right 
And to make us the more eafy under 
the Ex{}edietit, let us arm our felves 
with thinking, and keep Rdafon up(m 
the Guard. Thus the Mind will be too 
hard for a Blow, and either ^ce, or 
not feel Thus we Ihall difappoint the 
Pleafure of Malice and ill Nature : This 
is the way to break the Force of an Af- 
front ; and make an Injury fall upon us 
like Hail upon Tiles, rattle without Mif- 
chief, and tumble into Dirt. In a word. 
Let us always look out for the beft Ccm- 
ftraftion, wifti every Body well, pity 
Ignorance^ and defpife ill Ufage.

At this rate the 
Wifdom of Heaven muft be difappoint- 
ed| Omnipotence attend Ignorance, and 
Mimclesbe wrought for MKVakes. Not 
but that a kind WUh is a commendable 
Di^pofition, and ought to be pcdOii'd for-^ 
ward aS^ far as our Abilities will giTe 
l|eav<?, Toreturn t Power^is a noble Pri- 
^ -i vilegp 
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idtege of Beipg : It fbrnifhes the Faeokf , 
fills lip the emptj Spaces, apd makes 
fbiogs obregvious todefire; 'Tie 'PIe»* 
(ty ia Hand and Eaie in Profpeds Aod 
'^tis&&ioa never £uls till Power defercs 
iL'Tii wane of Power which is th^im-t 
jmedJateCauieofaUMUery: 'Ti$We«k<< 
ineis, not Will that makes People fu^^ 
Tfa^ are not ftrcng enoiujli todirmiTs 
that they don't like, or wots that thq^ 
4ob Tis Impatience tluut bla()s dieu'

. Power is that glorious Attribate oi 
God Alffl%hQr, which fumiihtt the r^ 
of his P^fedions. 'Tis his Omnipo^ 
tence that makes his Wifdomand Good« 
nefs e£fe£kuai 5 and fucoeed to The length 
of his Will* Thus his Decrees atp im^ 
mutable, and all tkCMwcUsftani, This 
fecares his Prerogative^ and; guards the 
Sovereignty of bis Being: 'T was h^ 
Power which made his Jde4* fruitful,' 
and (h-uck the WorUL out of his Tiioaght^ 
'7 was this which anfwered the Model 
of theCr^tiofl, gave Birth to Time and 
Nature, and brought them ibrth at his 
^rftCalli Thus, He fpakfi the W«rd ind 
tfyej wire MddCf bt commaiidtfl^ a/id theff 
mri cnaudy Tis the Divinf Ponrief 
* which 
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which is tlie Baijs of ail Thii^ ^ whicb 
contlntihs the Vigour of Second Guife^ 
and kcqM the Sun.aifd Moon in repair* 
This holds every thing oonilant to Ajj^ 
pointmenty and tnie to the firft Plan. 
Thus the, Revolutioos of Seafons ^ the 
Suppcxt of AnunalS) the Perpetuity of 
Species is carried on, and maintained. 
Without This, things woidd foon run 
Kiot, and ramble out of Diftin^ion, 
the ^Qours of Life would be cut off, 
and Nature drop into Decay.. 

C^Bnifcience and Goodneis without' 
^ co/refpondent Power^would be ftrange- 
ly (hort of Satisfaddoii : To know eve- 
ry thing without being able to fupply 
Defers, and remedy Diforders, muft 
prove ati unpleaiant SpeculaticM. To 
tee fo many noble Schemes languifliin 
the Mind, and prove Abortive ^ to .fee 
the mdft cpnfummate Wifdom, the oioft 
g;enerous Temper fetter'd and difarm'd, 
muft be aGticvance. But when Oomi^ 
poten<]e comes into the Notion, the 
Grandcar is perfedk, and the Pleafnre en- 
tire. . 

^ Arid as Power fupplies Benevolence, 
and msdws it eafie, fo *tis an Argument 
of that Qtiality* One Proof ot Qod'fi 
Goodneis may be drawn from his Om- 

Aipotence. Severity amongft Men pi^ 
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ceeds ofteatimee from Fear : Tis Weak- 
Deis more than Malice that makes them 
cmd. They are afraid of Revenge and 
Reprilals , and therefore (Irike Home 
wHen they have the Advantage. They 
wo*n t let an Enemy rife, for fear hie 
(faouldgrow too ftrong, and turn upon 
thetio. And thus the mofl: Timerous 
are g^erally obferved to be mofl: Sal- 
vage. Thii^Coniideratidn fometimes ob« 
Itges Princes to difal^ whole Fat&iltes 
for a finde Traitor , and puniflv tije 
Children Tor their Fatfcers. A lefs cx- 
tenfivc Severity might encourage Re- 
volt, and wreft the Scepter out of their 
Hatj^s. 

But a Being that is abfolutely impreg- 
nable, that has neither Limits nor De- 
pcndance in his Strength, that is fortifi- 
ed in his own Omnipotence, can have 
no Motives to ftrike out of Jealoufie or 
Prevention : He that has a Kingdom 
v^ichcdnnot bejhakfift^ and theUniverfe 
at his Mercy, can't puniih beyond De- 
fert : He that can neither be furprized, 
nor over-powered, needs not apply to 
unr^fondble Rigour 5 and as he is above ' 
Fear, fo we may conclude Ke is above 
Cruelty. Thus the Wifdom of Solomon 
argues, Becat^e thou art Lord ofdljheH*^ 
fort thim ar$^aoioHf.mta M^ cap. i7. 

On 
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CUrt the other fide, *tis a comfoft^bk 
Gohfideration, that the beft Being is the 
greateft; that Omnipotence is lodg'd 
iti the Hands of a benign Nature , ' de- 
termined by milder Attributes, and as it 
were, over-ruled by Goodneft. There's 
abundance of Thought in that of the 

Pfalmiji -^^ The Ijnrd is iCing^ the Earth * FfaL ^ 
mdj be glad thereof: yea^ the Multitude 
dftbeljks may be glad thereof. 

"As for created Beings, the Limifati^ 
Otis of Power are a great Bleffiiig. Where 
Ignorance and Ill-will abounds, lfiip<>- 
tencie \% the beft Security. Could unbe- 
tiiirolent Mitids do what they pleafe^ 
honeft Men would have ail ill time 
on*t^ Virtue would be exterminated, and 
Order thrown into confufioh : What 
ravage does Pride and Paffion make ia 
the World, when back*d with Force and 
Prevalence? Were a Tyrant's Limbs 
anfwerable to his Tempter, where could 
hik Fury be ftdpt > Indeed, for a good 
Pfince one would almoft wilh him in* 
vincibl^ in his Perfon, impenetrable ia 
his Fortune, and able, like Achtllet^ tq 
drive a whole Army before him. BuC 
alas ! the Power of Princes, as things 
go, is little more than imaginary: 1m( 
Crovc^h gives no proper Strength to thofi? 
tlisit virear \u if Perfonal Force was 

F i ptii^ 
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proportiotfdto their Station, and reached 
as rar as Prerogative, 'twould be a migh- 
ty Advantage. Then a Monarch might 
fit fure: Botasthe cafe ftands, their 
Empire confifts chiefly in the Submiffion 
pf other Mens Wills ; which is in a 
manner but reigning by Courtefie. Tis 
true, if Right and Confciencc, if Ho- 
nour and Good Faith fignified any thing, 
all Was well enough : But Folly and 
De%n, when not watched, will break 
in upon thefe Guards, and overturn the 
Conftitution at pleafure. And there- 
fore the Affeaion of the People is genc-r 
rally the ftrongeft^ tho' not the heft Title. 

But to leave Princes, and come lower. 

Power, unlefs managed with Gentle- 
nefs and Difcretion, does but make'^aMan 
the more hated* No intervals of good 
Humour, no darts of Bounty, willattone 
for Tyranny and OpprefEon : For Peo- 
ple look upon themfelves to have a 
right to be always wqll ufed. He that's 
civil but by fits,feems to do it to relieve 
himfelf. His Pride is out of Breath, and 
his Ill-Nature has tired him ^. and there.- 
fore he muft take up a little and change 
Pofture, if 'twere only for hiseafe. Give 
fheDifeafebut time to recruit, and youfl 
find the Malignity will rally, the Blood 
ferment, and the paroxifm return.' 

All 
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All D^jrees of Inferiority (hould be 
tenderly treated 3 Men are apt to £uic^. 
the lower Ground a difadvantage at tlie 
beft: But if you infult tbeirFate^ and 
trample upon them , they'll certainly: 
grow four. No Diftindions of Birth, 
no Privilege of Fortune, can ever recon- 
cile them to Arbitrary Sway 5 Freak and 
Imperioufnefs are never willingly obey- 
ed. Thefe Grievances fi^eft mutinous 
Thoughts. They run up their Pedigree 
to A4^ 5 they appeal to Original Equa- 
lity* They cry out, that this Court of 
Jurifdif^ion is but of later Eredion, and 
that from the Beginning 'twas not fo. 

F^her^Jn fome Relations, particu* 
larly defign*d for Friendfhip and Free- 
dom, the odds of Power (hould lye con- 
ceai'd 5 and nothing but abfolute Necef- 
^y, nothing but the Extremity of the 
Cafe, (hould difcover it. A Man that 
loves, to be peevifhand paramount, and 
play the Sovereign at every turn, does 
W blaft the Blemng^ of Life, and fwag- 
ger away . his own »Satis&£tion. * AikI 
I80t to enlarge tipon the Folly, not to 
foentioa thelnjuftice of fuch a Behavioiv , 
*tis always a (ign of a little u^be^evo^ 
lentTerapcin Tis Dife|fe arid Difcre- 
4it ail over 5 and there's no .more Great- 
nefs iQ*it than in the. Swelling pf a 
,1 . 1 3 Dropfie. 
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Propfie. Bat feme Ftopie have the (oi^ - 
fort^ to think they are never fii|£ci«. 
eotly cooGderable, unleis when they ate 
plaguing their Friends, and playing the; 
fool with their own Intereft* 

To proceed : Our Power is freqn^nt^ 
]y confined becanfe oi our Ignorance, 
Decaufe we don't know how to make 
the naoO: of Things, and put A&ives 
^nd Paflive$ together. The Anciept^^ 
had Strength enough, and Material Ofj 
nougb, tocaft Mortars and CamMi ) boi;r 
f hey wanted Skill to contrive thefe rour-^ 
ihering Engines 5 and, therefore could 
not difcharge Ruin at fuch a Diflancei 
nor bather with the Nfodern Teri^ and 
ISyecutioUt I might give feveral other 
Inftances, in which the later Ages have 
puih'd their Conqueft, and gain'd 9 greats* 
er Dominion over Nature than tholfe. 
before them. Not by the Strength of 
of their Limbs, but their Invention, l^t 
that they are born with more Wit ihait 
their PredecefTors 5 but finding the WotH 
bettqr furnifliVl at their coning into 
it , they baivc more Lcifure for New 
Thoughts^ tpofie Light to diitft them, 
and more Hints to work upon* 

Aad thp' I^wer is often the confe- 
quehce of Knowledge, yet 'tis far from 
peing the iamd Thing, as fome have af- 

i^rm'd. 
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firmed. A Man may know how to Fdstt 
wihen his Arms are cut cff^ and yet the 
Idea of the Art wo'n't enable him fat 
the Pradice. He may know how to 
buikl a Ship, when neiehet* Wood nor 
Iron Is near hkn : But the Skai iq his 
Head, and his Hand, wo'n't do fali fittfi^ 
nefe without Materials. 

In the b^inning of the World, Mett 
bad more corporeal Force ^an after* 
wards : The reafon of this Altotmen^ 
was prohabfy to fupply tbedr Defed c£ 
Skill. In tho(e early Ages ■, ihey wer6 
much more Giants in their Limbs tfaah 
in their Uhderftandings. In thfe Infan- 
cy of Sdence , extraordinary Strength 
feem bat neceffary : How otberwife, 
wheii Invention was not come forward, 
when fhey wanted Inftrutnents , when 
they had Iktle of Mathematick Diredti- 
<m , Gould they bave cultivated the 
Earth, buitlHoufes, or managed thei^ 
drriages > But when the Mind grew 
large, the Body grew lefs, and Buuneft 
wcsnt on al weff as formerly. 

Raflbn and Courage are great; Addi^ 
tiotis to the length of the Limbs. Thi 
Mind i$ lik6 Gun-powder ^ and wheii 
oiiee enflatt'dy difcharges the eorporeal 
Mais with greater Force. A Thongbe 
ftroiligly encouraged with Jnftice and 

F 4 Duty, 
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Dnty, weli warm*4 with Shame an4 Hqt 
nour, with Rage and Revenge, fbts the 
Blood on Fire, and makes the Spirit 
rufli iqto the Nerves with unafved Vi^ 
gour. This fudden Effort of thp Will, 
raifes the whole Foffe of Nature, ftrains 
the Mafdes, and imkes every Atom,- as 
it were, fally out with it. This, I take 
it, is an Evidence that the Mind has a 
great cemopiand over the Body ^ that it 
can rouze, or lay it afleep at pleafiire 5

iOald we make any Obfcrvadons 
upon our State when we came 
into thefWdrld, could we remark 
the progrefs of our Growth, and the 
JEiawning of our Reafon, 'twould be a 
pleafant Employment. ' Bat the Wifdbm 
of Providence has thought fit to keep 
this Scene out of %hr. Ais the Cafe 
iiands, the Furnituire of Life, and the 
Privileges of Being, grow up in the 
daric 5 they are conveyed, as it were, in 
cmr Sleep, and the Memory has no Re* 
atrds that run back to this Antiquity* 
Adam was a hiuch better judge of this 
Matter than any of his Pdfterity : : He 
was made in bis full Stature 5 His^ Mind 
and Body eame all at once, and never 
lay under the Ignorance and Incapacities 
of the Crddte; He was Objeaaiki .Fa- 
culty at firft, big enough to perdfe his 
Natuite,.. and carry his View to the Con* 
fines of nii Being. To ftep out of No- 
thing with this Advantage^ tt>bea JMU^ 
/>rthefirft Minute, and bdhrinfdM 
filoom of^lfiiitBiftaaffing^: n!^ 
' . .; .U mighty 
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nughty fatis&£don. Were a Lute ani- 
mated, and the Skill of a great Maflter 
transfas'd into it, the Strings would be 
oaafported with their own Mufick, and 
the firft Tane erpedaII]r,M^tdd b^ marige- 
ly entertaining. And yet this would be 
no more than the pleafure of a (ingle 
Seooe. Jdam bad a greater Compafs for 
D^i^ibt, and was let out in a much 
fkfaer Equipage. But this Privil^e is 
in a great meafore funk, and determin'd 
with Adtam and Eve. " Now we are cx>n- 
cetl'd from our (elves for fome time : 
We move Cbwly, and ripen by d^rees 3 
and par Links and Underftanding come 
as it were by inches. The Organs of 
Seeing and Hearing feem not perfed at 
ifoft, and it may he the T<(^e and Smell 
hpemidar the fame di&dvantage^ but a 
few Years ferves to finifli the Sences :

Difoovery 
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D^^^ofvcTj in Nature, and command a> 
bmidaac? of Objeds that are now out of 
reach: But this is ordered otherwife. 
Nekher do the Sences (eem to keep pro* 
portion with ^rengtb and Stature : The 
Dimenijons of the Organ make no diSs' 
reoGe j nor has the Giant any advantage 
of the Dwarf. On the other fide 5 Were 
oar Sexces not to exceed their prefent 
Condidoa, and yet advanf'd fo (lowly 
at not to be of Age till one and twenty, 
weihoatd go on very lamdy, and' be 
ftraoaely cramp'd in onr Capacities and 
Plealures. In this cafe, Chiklren would 
be ftupid and indoctble upon the Com- 
parifonj and Life would look as if 
'twere little UKMre than half kindled t 
This would be an incumbrance upon 
Education^ and make In^provemeitf of a 
very late Growth. The firft ten Years the 
Animal Life is principally predotnifiant; 
the Powers of Reafoo eit feeble, and 
the Soul deeps as it were, in the Gon- 
ftkittion:: Within this Period, thePaf- 
fions rpring wholly out of MechafiifiD^ 
and are diitinguifii^d by the Inteieft of^ 
the Body : They turn all upon Plea^ 
fure and Pain 5 are govem'd by the 
Meafures c^ Brutes, and we tike or dii* 
like Tfaiog^ only as they ftrike fiiiootfa» 
or lougb mm - ti» S^e^ -> Mift thiii

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retain d by Appetite, and prpingaged 
to Flejb and Bh^d^ we are the more apt 
to clap the Biafs on that fide. This 
makes the Fatigues of Bufinefs, the Exer- 
cifes of Reafon, »nd the Praftic^ of Ver- 
tue i fomewhat more difficult than they 
would be otherwife. fot thefe Things 
oftentimes difoblige the Body, andcan't- 
be gone through without Mortification 
and Reftraint 

There's great Variety in the Humours 
of Children 5 fome feem to have their 
Tempers made in a finer Mould than o« 
|;he£s. They are particularly generous 
and difidterefted/ mild and governable^ 
and eafily gain'd by gentle U^ge. And 
fome are no lefs remarkable ror Quali- 
ties of Disadvantage. Now tho' fome 
fiender Pifpofitions to this Difference 
may take their Rife from Nature, and 
grow OQt of Con(Utiition, yet Mannej^r 
are generally the refult of Education. 
'Tis the advapta^ or negledt of Dird'* 
pline» the difference of Management, and 
^he force of Example, which produces 
this Variety, and m^es Children fuo* 
ceed or mHcarry. . 

Some People, when they grow good 
for nothing, c;hdrge their Failinj^ upon 
their Nature and endeavour to fence off 
tb6 iQfalof by laying, the Itkme upon 

" Pro- 
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Providence : jBut thefe are only 
excufes of (tr6ng Appetites and weak 
Principles, and belong to none but the 
Lazy and the Libertine. For Probity is 
irnprafticablc to no Temper : There*s 
no fucb Fatality in the Humours, no 
fuch unconquerable Stubbornnefs in the 
Blood, as thefe Men pretend. Socrates 
had as reftive a Conftitution as his Neigh- 
bours, and yet reclaia)*d it all by the 
Strength of his Philofophy. Tis true, 
thofe who are naturally mofl: enclin'd to 
Vice are in mod: danger. For this Rea,- 
fon they ought to move more warily, 
t^ke the more pains, and decline the oc- 
cafions of Mifcarriage. And for tlieir 
encouragement, they have better oppor- 
tunities of diClinguifiiing themfelves, 
and feem to be put in the Poft of Ho- 
nour. And upon due Application, njay 
depend upon proportionable Affiftance. 
To return : Smqe fo much depends 
upon Education, great care (hould be 
taken to form Children to the Principle^? 
of Religion: The Biafs (hould be. fet 
right at firft ^ and the Mind prepofiefs'd 
as it were, for the intereft of Vertiie. 
This is the way to fmooth thePafiagc 
to VL Happy Life 5 to reconcile Appetit? 
toReafon, and make the Affedionij.txu^r^ 
manageable afterwards. For the' M9r

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twn is ftrongly diredcd, and the Bent 
taken from the fir ft ImprefEon : Aa^ 
Cuftom will make a good Praftice ds 
eafie as a bad one. Nay , one would 
think much cafier 5 becaufe here a Man 
will have the Countenance of Judgment, 
and the Applaufe of Confcience to eii-; 

coturage him. . . 

For this Rcafon, Children Ihould be 
treated with great Caution and Refery^ ; 
See or hear nothing that may fnMy the. 
Fancy, and prove dangerous in thtf Imi?^ 
tation'i nothing that may give a wron^ 
iTurn to Choice, and make them coaile^ 
or little in. their Manner. Thefe faf^ 
Stetjs and Indifcrctions in Parents, are, 
often of very ill Confequcnce. Thus^^ 
they miflfiad their Children, or teach 
them to defpife them. Thus Authority ; 
becomes ch^ap, the Relation is difarta^i' 
and Inftrudion grows infigriificant. And 
tbo* Thing? don't all work at prefent,, 
they are lodg'd in the Memory, and lye 
ready fcr Judgment and Reflexion. 

To proceed : Childhood (I mean , 
come forward ) is the beft time foir im^ : 
piovement. Now the Memory is ftrong, 
and the Body dapaWe of Application , 
lliei«*8 no nfeed of long Intervals for Re- 
freftment, of putting into Port to Ca-^ 
Htu^ or waiting the leafure of a wea-. 

ther* 
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ther-beaten Conftitution. As yet the 
Mind is not over-charjged with Qurcs^ 
the Power of htereji is not grown up, 
and the Baits of Pleafttre hang fomc^ 
what out of fight. Now, if ever, the 
^aper is blank, the Scaler even, and the 
AfFeftions moft indifierent. They are 
unfeiz'd by the pevalcnce of Habit; and 
the infe&ion of ili Company. 

However 5 We muft guard againft the 
other Extream : For without care we 
may poli(h away the Subftance, and file 
Things till they are ready to fnap m 
pieces : Tis not beft to be always itFdH^ 
the Wheel at firft. Before the Mufdes 
are firm, and the Bones well knit toge- 
ther. Weight and Preffure are very un- 
feafonable. Health is the Bafis of Im^* 
provement, and ought to be confulted. 
Without this, the Meafures for Educa- 
tion are broken , the Inftruments of 
Thought are loft, and the Progrels of 
Knowledge imprafticable. Now, fome 
• Children are too preffing, and high-met- 
led, and; have more WHl than Strengtfi 
for Drudging. This feems to have been 
Monfieur Ptf/r^ii/*s Gafc. The Ardour 
of his <ieniu9 made him over-drive 5 
bis Spirits were cxhaufted by Thought, ' 
and his Stuifies; prcy-d upon his Confti-r 
tutioiL There are other hxftances bf*

way, and kiird themfelves in their tQp 
eager purfuits i^fter Learning. As j^

worte Parpofes, yet 'tis not good >to 
Orain too much, and fet Nature ^ippn 
the Tenters. A Man may be too, co^e*- 
toos of Underftanding, and a Miikt in 
his Head as well as in his Pocket. , s^ 
Farther 5 Children (hould not; be pr^ 
determined to Bufinefs at peradventxicet 
fy Tp doom them to a Profeifion iri th^

ed, is but moving in the Dark : Ttm) 
they are often planted in a wrong Soilj 
their Fancy is mifraatch'dj^ and their T^r 
lent di(appointed.

tunes of Old Age, and bring our fely^Sv 
under 4 voluntary loipotence? Thus 
they conclude, *tis time enough to grpw 
wife when tliey are- good for nothing 
elfe : Af prcfcnt Preaching is Pedan- 
try, and Virtue no better xUm ^n l|>ti;ti- 
der; An'Rcftraint is an Itiyafipn up* 
on their Liberty, aod touehes. the^u iii 
the moft fenfible Part. As for the Ae* 
cidents of tife, the Ruins of Eftatei,an4 
iill^ftepJReckDtiing.y ,they .are. too bpfie 

for 
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iot fuch Jrifles : Sqch Thoughts ,as 
"thefe paJI the Entertainment 5 they arc 
too free and prefuming, and mud be 
kept 4t a diftance. And if they will 
ibmetimes crowd into a Young Head in 
fym of Pleafure, there's generally fome 
Vifionary Profpedk , fome Chimerical 
Kieferve, fome Romantick Relief pro- 
vided, to make them (ignifie nothing: 
Young People manage as if their Cir- 
ctHnftances were impregnable, and felr 
dom fear any ibing but what they feel. 
They are as prodigal of fbeir ^erfop, 
and their Pockety as if their Sences cpuld 
' not weat np^ nor the Fund of Life and 
Fortune ever decay. To go on : 

Young People are obferv'd to be re- 
Imaikably obliging, and to -part with 
thtvt Penny more freely than others : 
Tfei^ Difpofition , when it runs out td 
Ihdifcretion, proceeds fometimes from 
want of Thought , and a )uft Value of 
their own Intereft : fometimes from an 
ovei*-kind Opinion of the World, and 
fometimes from Vanity. I fay, fome- 
times from Vanity. This Cafe happens, 
as often as Pride, Sloth, or Libertinifm, 
meet together n The firft makes them 
eager for Regard, and the Jitter to do 
nothing that tfeferves it. They would 
gladly Qiine^. but the PolifluQg Part is 
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too rough for their Delicacy. There's 
too itndch Time, Drudging, and Danger 
in the way of Merit j and they are lotfi 
to purchafe at fo high an Expence. 
This makes theoi Court that with their 
p»r/e, which they ddfpair of from any 
Performance : They think to bribe the 
World to an Efteem , and cover their 
Infignificancy with Profufion. 

Thus Youth, when *tis launched with- 
out Ballaft, and has no compafs to fail 
by, flotes at a miferable rate, and is 
quickly bik'd, and under-water, Yotmg 
People, etpecially when unfortunately 
•Educated, and mifled by Flattery and 
ill Example, when they are taught to 
value the Gentleman above the Ckriftian^ 
ani are better inftrufted in their redi-- 
gree than in their €reed • when they dre 
ftrongly fcflidted by Defire , and ha^e 
neither Corifcience nor Poverty to re- 
ilrain them, are generally in a dangerbo? 
Condition. How foon are they loft in 
Luxury and DilTolotion of Manners? 
How often do they d^fpife thdir Parents, 
and out-rage their own Fle(h and Blood? 
How often do they pull their Fortune 
in pieces, run their ConlQtution but of 
Breath, and prove the Infamy and Jn- 
feftion of die Age > Thus much for the 
Danger and Mifcarrlages of Yt)nt&.'' " 
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And now a word or two about (bme 
other Q^lities and Dlftindions, and 
I fliall conclnde. • 

Tounp People, vfh&i fupported with 
theceolMeratlon.ofcoii^teQt Sidilaqd 
Soffidencyj are generally handy and en- 
terprhidg. The Heat of their Blood, 
the Strength of their Conftitution, and 
the ^Eagiemefs of their Defires , makes 
tbem over-look Difficulty, and pfefs up-. 
^ Daj^or .with . umifual RdblutionJ 
Tis true, they are often too unmanage- 
able ui Temper, too (hort in Thought 
ai3d Expeciisnce, to draw up the Scheme: 
But' when' the D^gn is well ibrm'd, 
they are heft at the Execution. Old 
AgjC is apt to abound in Scruples, to ob- 
)ed too far, axvi be over afpcehenfive oi 
Accidents : And thus People are Tome* 
thncs pnuknt to Ina^vity : Thus a 
Projcft is, as it were, ftifled and over- 
laud with Smce^ and Thuigs are made 
impra^cable by being thought fo.

You tnay talk your plcafufej 
but, Vm fure. Poverty has but an ordi- 
nary Complexion , and a very flender 
Intereft in the World : Tis generally 
Difregarded and Brow-beaten , and no 
good Qualities can make it ftiine^ Peo- 
ple are apt to fancy, where there's no 
Money there's no Merit : A poof Law- 
yer in Juvenal's time, feldom got a Fee ^ 
and therefore fome of them were glad 
to difEemble their Condition 5 to hire 
fomewhat of an Equipage, anfd go to a 
Pawn-broker to rig themfelves out for a 
Caufe. Pray, what did Homer make 
on t for want of having a Fortune with 
his Genius ? Did he not ftrole about

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low, tt^ Brains are thought fo too; 
Vhild, I perceive, you think a Sheep 
with a Fleece on , has more wit than 
one that's (horn : But notwithKtanding 
th<r Force of your Logick, I have kngwii 
many a Man's Fortune aijd Underftand* 
ing to be very unrefembling. Poverty 
ts fometimes the refult of 3irth and 
Edacation^ and, like a fleikier Crop, 
^QVis out of the Barrennefs of the Soil. 
Now to contemn a Perfon for the dis- 
advantage of his Fate, is great Barbari* 
ty, and a reproach of Providence : For 
the Difadvantage, I fay, as 'tis common- 
ly reputed. Sometimes Poverty conjes 
upon us by unavoidable Accidents : The 
Labour and Induftry of many Years are 
deflroy'd on a fudden. A comfortable 
Fortune \s burnt down, carried to the 
Jsottom by a Tempeft, or buried under 
the Ruins of an Earthquake. And in 
fnch cafes, without doubt, the Misfor- 
tmje calls more for Pity and Afliftance 
th^ Difregard. And fometimes Peo- 
ple are Poor, becaufethey are refolv'd 
^o be Honcft : Becaufe they wo n*c pur- 
chafe on Terms of DiChonour, nor thrive 
upon the Proftitution of Confcicnce^ 
fach Poverty as this, I take to be much 
more creditable than Wealth,either got- 
ten or kept by Tricking and Prevaricar

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tioa. And here give me leave to tell 
you, that the over-valuing of Money 15 
a moft unfortunate Paffion, and occafi4 
ons unfpeakable Conf ufion. Does it not 
make way for all manner of FraucJ and 
Perfdioufnefs ? Does it not turn Couir 
merceinto Thievery, Juftice iv^o Wm»^ 
w>ody and make the Laws a Grievance? 
Whenlntereft fpeaks Nature is filenc*c^ 
and Religion it lelf can^ be heard : Th is 
wretched Principle boggles at no Expe- 
dient, drives over Conlcience, and rume$ 
againft Decency and Duty : This is tha^ 
which flies Children at the Face of their 
Parents, Tets Blood againft Blood, and 
as Shakfifpear fpeaks ,

pHt' I/; Lycurgus waS fo apprehenfive of this MiF* 
f^^''* chief, that he cried down Gold an4 
Silver in the Spartan Dominions, and al- 
lowed none but Iron Money. By the 
Strength of this Provifion, aiid 6ne' or 
two Laws more , Spnrtd grew very re* 
markable for their Juftice, Temperande 
§nd Bravery 5 and continued thfe chief 
^: Cityof(>ee^efor Five hundred years to4 
gether : Infomuch that tht tacedtmoni^ 
4ns were the Arbiters of Peace and War,- 
me Heads of Confederacy , and the 

Judges 
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Judges of Foreign Difputes. They re- 
conciVd their Neighbours, and brought 
them to their own Meafures, only by 
lending a plain Man, in a Freeze Coat, 
without any Pomp or Retinue to fup- 
port his EmbafTy. And when Lyfanm^ mi. 
upon the taking of Athens , fent off a 
vaft Mafs of Treafure to Sfartay fome of 
the wifeft of the Lacedemonians declared 
openly againft receiving it\ They*F/«^ 
look'a upon Gold and Silver as the great ^^^^^^ 
Pebau^bers of Mandind ; ^That thefe 
Metals had a general Afcendant, and 
were too ftrong for the Morals of moft 
people ; That they were commonly 
gotten by Avarice and Circumventioq, 
and fpent upon Luxury and Riot. But 
not-being able to prevail, the Event aur 
fwer'd their Fears § and SfarU cjuickly 
dfcclitfd, both in her Manners arid Re* 
putation. "^ Tis true , Agis aftervvards * m. 
endeavour'd to retrieve the Common--^''* 
wiakh; and bring it towards Ljctirgusi ft'^* 
IWodel , but mifcarried in the Attempt. 
PMlot. LycHTgHs^ befides the Expedir 
ent^youi^ntion, divided tfee Lands in- 
to equal Shares , and oblig'd the Burg- 
hers to eat together at Common*Halls j 
I fuppofe you are for the Scheme in its 
full Latitude, in order to compafs your 
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Pbilal* You miftake me ^ I am for 
np fuch levelling Projeft, neither do I 
th^nk it pradicable in all places.

To give fome Inftances 
from Antiquity ^ Ariftides , fo famous 
for his Juftice and Valour, he who was 
Archon or Chief Magiflrate of Atbtut^ 
and did fuch Service at the Battels of 
Marathu and * Plat^^d 3 This Arijiid^s 
was fo tar above the Fancy of an.EfUte^ 
that he left not Afiids enough to bury 
him 3 and his Daughters had their 
Pprtion from the publick Exchequer. 
flutf ThjB Tb^hanE^ambfOfidas^ who beat the 
Arifiid. I^edexfioniani at LeuSra and Mantiwd. 
andwrpftjEd php Sovereignty of Greece 
from them, was rich in nothing but Bra- 
very and Reputation : To thefe we may 
add Curm Deptatus, and FabritiuSj among 
t jbe Romans j this latter, who was Ge- 
neral agalnft l^rr/^i^f , djed fo poor, 
that the &qate were at the charge of his 
Funeral j and yetftwaj in his pojwrer to 
Ibave been otherwi^ ; ,For FyrrhMs 
tempted him very bighV He promis'd 
to make him the Second Perfon in his 
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Kingdom, pcovided he would but de- 
fer^, and betray his Country. Had he 
accepted the Offer, he might have ftuff'd 
his Coffers to purpofe § he might have 
slitter'd in Tre^fift^ and made an ilia- . 
m'tov^ Figure out of his Faljbood, But 
this Bait would not down with the old 
JJ«M». •• Tl^y took 1>rofcity , good 
Faith 3Qd. Courage, for the true Marks 
of GrcatnefSf wealth yjrork'd out of ill 
Praftice, was always counted difhonoijr- 
able : In fucb cafes, they did notlhine, 
but jkffer in Pomp and Title r Thus 
they drew their Infamy nltore into the 
Light, and had a greater Croud to de-

.terefs'd in it. This Expectation made - 
them guard the Evidences of their Def- 
cent For unlefs they could prove them- . 
' felves extracted from Abraham^ they had 
no pretence tp the Honour of having * 
the M^jfiah born in their Family. 

Befides 5 Their Right to the diftin- 
goilhijQg Privileges of the Mofaick Ca- 
vwant^ depended on their Genealogy : 
For to make out their Title, they muft 
dther prove themfelves Jews by Birth, 
or Prnfelitijm^ which would oblige them 
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to ran up the Regifter to a full DifocH 
very. Now the Profeiites , tho* f ^e^ 
had the Liberty of the Coimtfy, tite 
Proteftion of the Government, and the 
Benefit of the Je»i/& Religion, yet they 
were not allowed to poflefs any Efete« 
\n Land. For the Ed^mtes and Bgjf^ 
tians^ who had more Favour than 6d3iec 
Foreigners, were not admitted into the 

Veia.2i.9.Cmgr0gaUon of the Lard till tbeTbird Ge* 
neration : But before this Period cxMiIdl 
happen, the whole Country was divided 
hyjojbuaj and by the Conftitution in*- 
tail'd upon the Original Jfraelites. 

We may obferve farther. That as God 
had determined, the Mejfiah (honld be 
born of the Tribe of Judak^ fo it was 
neceffary, that the feveral Genealogies 
of that Tribe (hould be yery puUickiy 
known. That this might be more effe- 
ctually fecured, the care of Genealo^es 
was made the Inclination of that Peo- 
ple, and the Civil Intereft particularly 
incorjporated with it. 
^ And that they had Family-Records d 

fufiicient Antiquity , appears from the 
Hiftory of the ScriptHres. 
Thus, when Acbapf was tried about

as we may learn from the Book of Sa^ 
muel : For when all the People met i •s'/rw. 10 
alx»tt the Eiedion of a King , when 
theyenquir'd of God about theXhoice 
of the Pcrfon , the Tribe of Befijamin 
was taken : And here the branching 
of that Tribe into their refpedive 
Bm$fe/^ is as clear as in the former In* 
ftance.

Entertainment to a mcIsmc^oUy 
Fancy : But .were the Notion dri- 
ven up, and try'd in its fertheft extent, wc 
ftiould quickly change our OptnioB. Like 
a great maay other things, 'tis better .in 
Profpeft than Poffeflion : Like a Sum- 
liter's Cloud in the Evening, it lool^s 
fok and fine at a Di(bince, and prefents 
us with a great many pretty Figures 5 
but when you come clofe to the Gbjeft, 
ihe Colours are rubb'd out , and the 
Subftance (brinks ; And there's nothing 
remaining but empty Air ^ notliing that 
will either pleafe the Eye, or fill the 
Crafp. Man was never defign^d to be 
perfedly detach'd , and live indepen- 
dently o£ his Kind : He was not made 
big enough im that Condition^ , : 

Adam, w^ .created in the GrpwtiT of 

his Stature , in the Pecfe&ion . oi his 

Species, and had nothing of the defence-

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kf^l^tal^pf jinfencyto xyjxx tfaocoiigh^ 
Theip was nothing but Plenty and Plea- 
fure, Inijioceqice aijcj Security, in vjeyir : . 
He had neither W»at to diifarefs him. 
Danger to alarm him, oriGuilt to make 
him uneafie. But notwitb(l;anding this 
p4r%difej both withdut and mthin^ God 
faW his Beh^ impelled, and that 'twa5 
not good for him to be alont. And if 
Happinefs is impradicable without iSS^- 
mty\ if Solitude, ftridly taken, wo n't 
do in Paradife , 'tis in vain to expeft 
from it el fe where. Were one's CirfiUW- 
ft^intes never fo eafie, and well fortify'd, 
th^e's a Pleafure in the communication 
of Thought , in the intercourfes of 
Friendlhip, and the Teftimonies of 
Efteem. Human Happinefs in a (ingle 
Breaft, is like Flame without Air, apt 
to be fmother'd , and go put^ Thus 
Scf^eca declares, That ;/ Kmtwkdge and f-t^fl* ^* 
Wifdom was offtrd him m the Tfr^s of 
a Secret^ find thaf he mifi not fay a pofd 
ninty he would pofitimly refufefbe Prefent. 
ThUj carrieis the Hint ibmewhat 
higher: If a Perfon^ fayjf he, ^fStnc^Ve offi^. 
and Probity was fHrniJh'd vpith all the^^''' 
Slejpifgs ofLifi^ and had never fo much 
Wealthy Leifure^ and Lirgenefs pf 7Jn- 
dprjia9f4^ng^ yet if be waf barrd all manr 
ner of Com^a^y , and ne^er , allow-d fi 
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0f$icb 4i' U fee a Man , he had bettpr 
thr0W up his Beings and fairly takf leav0 
of the World. Thefe great Men roigh^ 
pofiibly have fpmewlbat of Vanity in 
in their Fancy :

T|ie Furniture of the Mind moft be 
brought oBt to view and compdrifoa : 
Advantiige is loft in the Dark. What 
fignifies Beauty withouc Admirers, or 
Finery locked up in a Cheft? Thtjs 

Tacitus. Germanicm^ as I remember, was forry 
his Troops were cut off; he had loft; 
he faid , fo many Witneffes of his fu^ 
ture CoQdud): and Courage, and wanted 
them alive to commend him. 

However, A Man well accommodated, 
m*y love Company from a more gene^^ 
rous* ttot^ve : To transfufe his, Satif* 
fadion, and (hew his Good Nature 5 
to inftruft, to oblige and entertain. 

But to take the Cafe at the hardeft 5 
Pride is not the only unhappy Reafpn 
that makes People unwilling to live a- 
jone. No ! Solitude gives top much 
Icifure for Reflexion, opens an unaccep- 
table Scene, and fhews a Mao the Po- 
verty of hfe own I4dture. For let the 
Oat-fide look never fo fair, *twilf by 
no means- t>car the If^eft of a thorougli 

Infpe-; 
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ini^ttftiofi : TIw Stores, when examin*d , 
^witt ftll ftrangely fhort. The tnoft 
leiiowjidg and powerful will foon be at 
II ftand i Tfaey*U quickly perceive their 
Underftanding puzzled, and their Will 
ciieck^d, in abundance of things. Be- 
fides, The Uncerfiainty of the Future, 
and the Thoughts of Death will crowd 
in r In (hort, Nothing but the Supr> 
{xfirtsof Religion can make a Man fie 
to entertain himfelf : Now, Company 
gives Bufinefs and Diverfion , draws 
the Mind abroad , aqd keeps People's 
Thoughts from preying upqn therai 
felves. 

However, Nothing pleafes long to- 
gether: Ignorance, Interest and Hu? 
iiiour, make the World fomewhat un-* 
fociable ? And tiierefore, when we overr 
rate our Pretenfions, and prowifeour 
felves too much, 'tis oddf if we are not 
taulkVl. Now, jvhen Expeftations run 
high, and Pa{]ions are laviflbly let loofe, 
Difappointment is a hard Chapter, And 
i)ecaufe we are noe carefs'd in our FoW 
ly, humour'd in . our Pride, and treated 
v^ to the Extravagance of our Demands, 
we complain pf ill Ufage , and grow 
jCliagrineand fick of the World. And tf 
we c*n't be courted, and have out Will,- 
we^ljiiilt into- a Fit of R^tireipent, anc^

willing to have the Imperfeftions of 
Agp or Fortune gaz'd at, :and remarked* 
Too much Light difcovers the, WriO"^ 
kles, which makes them chufe to fit ou( 
of the Sun. • 

Sometimes Retirement is made a Cor 
lour for Liberty^ Men withdraw as Ti- 
4em/ did to Capre^^ to be more at lei- 
fure fpr their Vices, to debauch witfaqut 
intcrrqption, and be fomewbat coyer*d 
from Cenfure and (Afcrvation. 

There are feyeral Degrees, and, as it 
were. Apartments in Solitude: Thofe 
may be faid to retire, who break off Bu^ 
fiaefs, quit the Stage; and (hut up the 
Spene ? They are harrafs'd, it may be, 
JV:icb.ttifi., fatigues,., or .l^dwith the 

:> > - Pleafurcs 
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Pteamvetof aPublickLife: Itmayl^e, 
tiu^ forcTcc ill Weather, and are wilr 
1^0% to put into Pent. To keep out at 
Sflm may endanger the VelTeL When 
the Juiifture proves unfavourable, 'tis 
prudence for a Great Man to draw in 
bis Figure , to furie the Sails, and take 
hin^f a E)eck lower : Voluntary Morr 
education looks better than Penance eur 
Ym*d. In fuch caCes, 'tis more advifa<< 
ble to walk down Stairs,, tiian to ftand 
fiill, and be thrown out at the; Window. 
Had Cardinal Wodfey manag'd with 
this caution, 'tis probatrie he might 
have rid out the Court-Storm. But his 
unfeafonable Grandeur undid him ^ his 
pompous Preparation fpr his Inftalment 
at Tark% gave his Enemies a new Handle, 
awakened the Kings Difpleafure , and 
fini(h'd bis Ruin. 

To retire for Qakt and Thinking, is 
a commendaUe Motive. When there's 
nothing but Noife and Purfuit in the 
open Plains, 'tis good to make for the 
Covert. Amici ptes Temforis^ fays my 
Lord Bacon :^ Converfation is a meet 
Thief, fteals oflf a great part of our 
Time , and often ftufis our Memory 
with Rubbifli. Some People are over^ 
laid with Ceremony and Vifits, work'd 
down with gtving Audkuct^ and almoft 
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Mii*d with the Kindnefs of their A^^ 
quaiatance. Solitude is a ^reat' R^Uttf 
in facb Circumftances : They are §^ad 
to get clear of the Crowd for Air and 
Breathiog, aiid to have their Motion a 
littk better at liberty. 

To withdraw upon the Score of Re^. 
ligion, is a Reafon ftill higher thaa the 
reft. To (hut up the Profpe& of this 
World , that we may take the better 
view of the other, is a prudent Precau- 
tion. Tis good fometimes to retreat 
from Company, and bar the Door up 
on Buiinefs and Divedion ; And when 
we are thus difengaged, to infpQfl: our 
Pra6):ice, to ftate our Accounts, and^x«^ 
amine our Condition for Eternity. •Ti$ 
good to make a ftand by our felves^ and 
fconfiderhow well we are recondrd to 
a ftate of Separation. I>eath is a itr 
markable Retirement: Ittranfports us 
into a Foreign Country, and cuts off all 
manner of Communication: The So^ 
jciety and Entertainments of this Life, 
are pcrfedly at an end : Nay, it divides 
pur Perfon for fonje time, and removes 
ns from part of our felves. Things 
ftandingthus, we ftiould endeavour to. 
difentangle ^fore-hand, to untwift our 
Affeftions, \Mid Aide off from the World 
^y degrees: Aiid» fince ^he QbjM^ of 

Sence 
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Sencc will' ihortly fail us, letuskffen 
jtjbc Corrcfpondence, and try a little to 
liffe without them : Let us apply to 
a more lafting Fund, and fubfift our 
Happinefs * upon Thought. To retire 
for luch Purpofes as f hefe, is the beft 
improvement of Solitude : To be thus 
ak»ie,. is the way to bring us to the moft 
dcfk^e Company. 

But, fome Peoples Melancholy drives 

them to an Esccefs : They are loft in a 

Mift of the Spleen. A Cloyjler is too 

pid)Hck fbr their Devotion. They think 

9II Society infe^ious : And, that every 

TWortal has the Tol^ens upon him. This 

was tlie cafe of Monfieur de la Barriere^ 

Abbot de Femllan^. He was once rfe- 

folv d to quit his Monaftery, to travel 

into the DefartSj and get entirely out of 

the reach of all Mankind. His Defign 

was pioii^ and well meant. Twas to 

guard his Innocence, and cover himfeJf 

the better from Temptation. Company 

fcrv'd only to throw in falfe Opinions, to 

poifon the Paffions, and make the Mind 

uneafie. But, under favour, there's no 

Security from this Danger, by running 

^way from all the World. Errors and 

ill Thoughts are oftentimes no foreign 

Commodity , but purely of our owii 

J Fear and Defife are trouble-

fom Gqefts, and will brea^ in oppn the 
clofeft Retirement. As long as the Pulfc 
beats, the Spirits will be fonjetimes it-r 
regular, and the Head over-caft : Then 
uqiwelcom Ideas will intrude, and the 
Fancy be Iiagg*d of courfe : And if we 
have neither Pbyfick nor Company , 
how can the Conftitution be relieved, 
or the progrefs of our Melancholy be 
ftopp*d ? Befides, The Mind can ex- 
ert her felf by her own Force : There's 
no need of pouring Thoughts into her, 
like Water into a Pump : And as long 
as (he can think without Company, ftie 
can plague her felf without it too* 
Farther 5 To take leave of the Wofl^, 
is not the way to be quit of thofe Fan- 
cies which deceive : To comrband for- 
getfulnefs, and blot the Memory where 
we pleafe, is hardly to be expeded: 
And, it may be, leaft of all when Peo- 
pk arc alone. When the Mirid is hy 
her felf, (he has nothing to do but to 
perufe her Notions , and examine her 
Stock : Then, what (he has heard or 
read is brought upon the Board ^ and 
that which flept in company, is ofceti 
awaken'd. Then there's leifure far 
charging the Imaginatiop, fpr drawing 
the Objeflrs, and Painting at the whole 
length. Thus ill Hupaour may be for- 
tified. 
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tified, and tbe PaiHons enflam'd 5 and 
Melancholy, Anger or Revenge, grow 
monr unmanageable than otherwife* III 
Thoughts are moft dangerous in Soli- 
tude i There*9 nothing to interrupt the 
Mifchief, to divert the Fancy, and 
weakoi the Impreffion. To retire 
wholly from Bufinefs and Gonverfation, 
is a dangerous Experiment, and leaves 
US ftrangely exposed. ' But is not Vice 
catching > And are we not the worfe 
for the Folly of thofe we converfe 
with 5 and are not all People tinftur'd 
with unferviceable Qualities > How then 
can we be fecure without flying the 
Seat of Infedion, and bidding Mankind 
Adieu ? In anfwer to this, I grant that 
bad Company gives bad ImprefSons, 
and fuggefts ill Thoughts, but poffi- 
bly the Devil may furnifti more. The 
Apoftle informs us that we have more 
formidable Enemies to encounter than 
iUjh and Blood, that we wrefile mth^phefM2. 
Prmcipalities and Povpcrs, and that the 
Kingdom of Darknefs is in Arms a- 
gainft us. Now tho' the Devil is bufie 
m all places, yet Solitude feems to be 
His, ground of advantage 5 and from 
wlienc? be plays his Battcrie$ with 
moft Succefs : Thus we fee he YcniurVl 

to 
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to attack our Saviour himfelf when he 
found him ia the Wilderntfs. 

Ti« true, wrong Apprehenfions warp 
the Morals, and bring Diforder into 
Life : For the WiU is fwa/d by the 
Underftanding, and Praftice often go- 
verned by Principles. But what then? 
Can't we fall into Miftakes wkhont 
help ? Muft we needs be infallible a-* 
lone ? Does not the Mind often dif-» 
oourfe with herfelf ? A Man may affirm 
and deny, and reafon through Mood 
and Figure y without the ailifliance of 
his Neighbours* But then all thefe 
Operations are fub)e£): to Error. If 
we joy n Notions that won't agfee, or 
part thofe which were made to be to- 
gether 5 if we let go the Link between 
uonfequence and Principle, and draw 
our Inferences out of the right Line j 
If we make a falfe ftep , I fay , in 
any of thefe Motions, we lofe our way, 
and wander into Miftake : There's no 
need of any Body to mifguide us, we 
are often ka ignis fatnus to our felves. 
Ignorance and Error were not always 
catcb'd aiKi copy'd. They were bred 
like Difeafes at firft, and invented fome 
where, tho' the Original may be out 
of light. And thus tho' we had never 

feen 
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feen any Mortal, we might have Folly 
enough of our own making to un*- 
do us. 

Buts^ranting for Argument fake, that 
all falte Reafoning, all the Muti^ny and 
Misfortune of our Thoughts, was the 
efFeft of Converfation : Muft we (hcet 
off from every Thing Humane upon 
this Icore > Muft we trot into the 
Woods', and climb the Mountains , 
and turn Savages for our Security ? If 
I happen to be wounded with a Sword 
or Piftol, I may certainly conclude the 
mifchief comes from fome of my owa 
Species : But for all that, I wont for* 
fwear the fight of Mankind in a Pet, 
take a Pilgrimage into the Defarts, and 
make my Wound Mortal for want of 
drefling^ No, Til much rather apply 
to a good Surgeon, and fubmit to the 
methods of Cure. But if I have actual- 
ly received no fuch misfortune, 'twould 
be ilili morefreaki(h andfingular, (hould 
I break Bulk and travel out of Society^ 
only for the bare fear, and pofiibility of 
a (hrcw'd Turn. Tis more prudential 
to ftand ones Ground, to fence againft 
the Inconveniences, and rifque the E-» 
vent. Thus, In cafe I (hould either 
bear, or app^hend any fcandalous Dif- 

courfe 
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jcoarfe from l)ad Ccmipany^ I y3tvki$ 
not immediately disband my ^^fcn^ 
abjure the World : Not at all. xi" 
way is to projeft for a reinforcement 
to keep clofe to Men of Virtae atl( 
Senfe, and (land carefully upon oik:^ 
Guard* i ? 

To proceed. What if aiiJ^oy 
are now and then fcatter'd, and^Mat-l 
kind prove fometimes infeftiousto eadr 
other > Have we not an Antidote a-^ 
gainft the Poyfon } And does not the( 
Remedy come from the fame Qiart^^ 
with the Difeafe > Is it not Me» tiiat 
furnifti us with the Precepts of Virtue^i 
and the Rules of good Living } Donj^t' 
they help to form our Judgments, and^ 
teach us the Diftinftibns bet ween Trncht 
and Falftiood ? Is not our Genius po-» 
lifla'd, and our Reafon improved by the? 
Dead or the Living ? What Palflon or 
Diforder of Mind is there that has not 
been fuccefsfully prefcrib'd to by one 
hand or other > In (hprt 5 ,There*s rta 
Difcoveries of Truth, no Regulations 
in^Morality, but of which Men have 
either been the Iftvcntors, or at leafl; 
the Inftraments of Conveyance* BuC. ; 
none of thefe Affiftances could have; 
been met with if this folitary Fancy 
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Imd ^jKuwn Epid^cal , and Teiz'd the 
Body of Mankind, Th^re vrouki bave 
teen no loiproveipents of Knowli^ge, 
QD Boofc$, no Teaching by word of 
Mooch \ if this Spirit of Retirement 
had: pAn'd tite Ai^eodant ^ If we had 
leen frighted frpni all fociable Com" 
mercc^ u wet had prefer'd Caves tg 
Hot^s, and the Wildernels to the 
Tovra. Now, fince we are fapply'd 
by Mankind with Diredions for Verr 
tue and right Thinking, with Preferva- 
tisrf s againft Vice and Error 5 is it not 
mpjre reaibnable to he 'friendly and con^ 
verfable, and keep Company with our 
own Kind, for the ^e of thofe that 
ate jGood , rather than ^11 out as it 
freif with Humane Nature , and fly 
from every Mortal, becaufe of b^ Peof 
fH^ intenoiKt with the reft } 
'. To large the matter farther. Befides 
the bemfic of Inflrudion we receive 
from the mote knowing, Qod has fur? 
Qjjh'd every one of us with a (hare of 
ItjR^tnent and Apprebenfion : We have 
a Touchftoiie againfl: falfe Coyn, a 
Teft for R.ight and Wrong, a natural
